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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art shows a rotor for an electric motor having a magnet with a rotation axis, 
the magnet being provided with a through hole having opposite ends and extending 
coaxially with the rotation axis and a shaft fixed concentrically to the magnet. 
However, the prior art fails to show, in combination with the invention and light of 
the specifications and translation of the foreign Japanese application granting 
foreign priority, the shaft having a stepped outer surface and including a first 
portion fitted in the through hole and the first portion having an axial 
interengagement length from one of the opposite open ends that is in engagement 
with an inside surface of the through hole and that is shorter than an axial length of 
the through hole, a second portion thinner than and adjacent to the first portion and 
that is not in engagement with an inside surface of the through hole and a toothed 
wheel adjacent to an end of the first portion opposite from the second portion and 
reinforcing means provided at least inside the through hole for securely fixing the 
shaft in a predetermined position in the magnet and inserting a first and second 
portions of the shaft into the through hole of the magnet which is tightly press-fit 
with a coating while the second portion of the shaft is not in engagement with the 
coating. 
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Also, the prior art fails to show that the magnet comprises an annular bonded 
magnet material and the reinforcing means comprises a metal plating formed on an 
inside surface of the through hole of the magnet material and the first portion of the 
shaft is engaged with the coating in a face-to-face manner
